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Achill Head forms the extreme western point of Achill 
Island. The coast scenery at this point is simply magnifi¬ 
cent. Nowhere are these massive natural bastions less 
than 500 feet high, while at Croaghann, near the Head, 
they attain a height of 2,192 feet—probably the highest sea 
cliffs in the world. 
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
